Lt. Governor's Challenge 


Although G o v ern o r J a m e s Rhodes has 
declined to debate with Lt. Gov. Richard P 
Celeste on the Governor’s four proposed con­ 
stitutional amendments on the Nov 
4 ballot. 
Celeste's challenge represents something of a 
departure for lieutenant governors 
even those 
of political faith opposite to that of the governor. 
Most lieutenant governors in that position have 
worked with their own parties behind the scenes 
hut have avoided open confrontations with the 
governors 
CELESTE, however, is a strong, ambitious 
and highly articulate young man and he appar­ 
ently feels he is entitled to be the spokesman for 
his party on a set of issues of major importance 
to the state 
We can t help but feel there is a slightly 
discordant note in the lieutenant 
governor 
wanting to take on the governor in public debate, 
but from a practical standpoint we really can't 
question Celeste's right to do so. 
Rhodes said h r had no time for debatí1, "just 
time to sell 
He added that he isn t about to 
provide a political forum for the 37-year-old ( e 
leste 
"I'm not going to enter into any controversy 
that would enable anyone to ascend to where 1 
am now.'' said the three-term chiet executive. 
He was referring, of course, to Celeste s 
gubernatorial ambitions, which arc quite ap­ 
parent He a I most certainly will be a I )emixT8tic 
candidate for the nomination for governor m 
1978 He also likely will have formidable opposi­ 
tion from another ambitious young man. Alty 
Gen. William J Brown, whose name and broad 
political operating base will make him an ex 
cecdingly tough foe But that's a story tor the fu­ 
ture. 
OCR CHIEF REACTION 
to Celeste s chal­ 
lenge to Rhodes to a debate is that it offers 
further proof of a contention of Celeste 
and 
ours. 
For improved efficiency in the adm inistrative 
branch of Ohio government the governor and 
lieutenant eovernor should be members of the 


sam e party and should run in tandem in the elec­ 
tions 
just as do the president and vice presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
A bill proposing that change still is in the legis­ 
lative hopper. Labeled Senate Joint Resolution 4, 
it was sent to a joint committee of the Senate and 
House and was acted upon by the full legislature 
Aug 1 The Senate approved it but the House re­ 
jected it 
lt again was referred to a joint conference 
committee composed of three m em bers from 
each house and that's where it re^ts at p resent 
The chances of passage are expected to be good 
once it goes back to the Senate and House floors 
for a vote 
Returning to the debate issue, there are m 
triguing angles to that idea. By his own atl 
mission Dick f eleste is a liberal Democrat and 
over his long and colorful political career Jim 
RhoHes has been a conservative Republican 
Yet if a deba te were to occur ('eleste inevitably 
would find himself espousing a conservative 
point of view in terms of Ohio government ex^ 
penditures and Rhodes would lie defending one of 
the most ambitious spending program s in the 
state's history It would be an unusual switch. 
XI.TIIOI Gil \ ('eleste-Rhodes debate obvi 
ouslv isn't going to happt n. there’s certainly 
nothing wrong with full-blown public airings of 
the m any questions posed by Rhodes "Jobs for- 
Ohioans" program 
. 
Whether he knows it or not the* governor still 
hasn't convinced some of his normally staunch 
est supporters that the spending he advocates 
can be justified. 
On the other hand, his customary foes 
the 
Democrats and organized labor 
could find 
themselves in the delicate position of opposing 
proposals that, it they worked, could improve the 
state’s economic condition and the financial 
position ot its individual citizens tremendously. 
It s a strange transposition of forces that

Postmarks' Partial Return 


The U.S. Postal Service is going to give 
Americans back their geographical identities 
Postm aster General Benjamin Bailar has 
announced that as soon as the required can 
celling equipment is available and in place, local 
postmarks will be applied on outgoing first class 
mail at 
processing centers throughout 
the 
country. 
It was thanks to the Postal S en ice. of course, 
and in the nam e of efficiency, that the local 
postmark was sent into oblivion in the first place 
Except fora few large cities, the service dropped 
most postm arks in 1970 and began cancelling 
stam ps in regional mail processing centers 
Envelopes were printed simply with "U.S. 
Postal Service." plus an abbreviation of the state 
and the first three digits of the zip code w here the 
letter was processed 
Although the news release from Washington 
gives the impression that the use of local post­ 
m arks is a brand-new idea that originated with 
the Postal Service, the credit goes to the efforts 
ot stam p coWeetors ami postmark afficionados. 
notably a campaign launched fast year hy Hay 
Geiger. owner of the Farm ers' Aimanar

Ten days ago. after more than 
12 years behind bars, most of 
them spent on Death Row, a 
pardon from Governor Re 
Askew set them free. 


T here is a story heremf pride 
and shame, of dedication on the 
one hand and stubbornness on 
tlie other. It is a sad story, and 
only because happiness is rela 
tive. like other conditions of 
mankind, is it possible to say 
that the story had a happy 
ending. 


The sham e is a Southern 
shame, 
the 
stubbornness 
a 
S o u t h e r n 
s t u b b o r n n e s s . 
Southerners know these things. 
1 know them I am a Souther­ 
ner. and I love the South, but 
the Pitts-Lee case in Florida, 
like the Silas Rogers case some 
vears earlier in Virginia, is a 
m atter not for regional pride, 
but for regional shame, 


THE 
PITTS-LEE 
STORY 
began on a hot sum m er night in 
Port St. Joe. a small papermill 
town on the Gult ('oast. At a Mo­ 
j o service station, an argument 
developed when two black 
women sought to use a rest­ 
room marked "White Indies 
Only,” Lee, Who was then 28. 
was working as a wood pulper. 
Pitts, then 19. was a private in 
the Army. They are 
black. 
P e rh a p s that goes w ithout 
->ay ing 
Later that night the two serv­ 
ice sta tio n a tte n d a n ts dis- 
appeared. Two days later their 
bodies were found 
14 miles 
away. They had been shot in the 
head. They were white. P er­ 
haps that, too, goes without 
saying.

and 
Lee 
had 
been 
among those at the station at 
the time ot the argument. To 
make a very long story short 
• only to get at the happier 
aspects ot the tale», they were 
a r r e s te d an d c h a rg e d with 
murder. They "confessed,” A 
publicly appointed lawyer pled 
them guilty. An all-white jury 
at a mercy hearing brought in a 
verdict of death.

biiseball’s goodwill ambassa­ 
dor. 
T 
Casey raced into the Hall of 
Fame with bis baseball exploits 
but it was only a small part of 
his exquisite contribution to the 
game he loved. 
There are more diamond-like 
Stengel stories around than you 
can shake a bat at and count­ 
less witticisms from the lan­ 
guage of “ Stengelese” which he 
created with his gloriously fer­ 
tile imagination. 
Stengel never would say in a 
few words what he could say in 
a couple of hundred and any­ 
time the grand old man of 
baseball held court, he always 
had his audience spellbound— 
and usually mystified—by his 
fractured syntax. 
Stengel was always great in 
the clutch, Hall of Fam e pitcher 
Warren Spahn once remem­ 
bered. 
“ There’s no doubt in my mind 
who is the most amazin’ Met of 
them all.” said the great pit­ 
cher when be played for Stengel 
on the old. uproarious New 
York Mets. “ 1 can understand 
whv he’s become an image. 
Whv he’s so beloved. W hy he’s 


the greatest ambassador the 
game has ever known. 
“That man is a marvel He’s 
unbelievable. I don’t care how 
old he is. He's got all those 
young fellows beat by a mile, 
i ’ve never seen a more under­ 
standing person. Or a more 
dedicated baseball man. Sure, 
he's a comedian. Sure he double 
talks. But he's plenty deep. And 
nobody knows more about this 
game. If you listen to him 
carefully and concentrate on 
what he's telling you, you can 
learn plenty. A fellow can get 
an education just being around 
him.” 
The 
sometimes-clownish 
Stengel leaped across baseball 
history, spanning the ancient 
and modern ages with equal 
ease. 
And 
throughout 
the 
colorful career that covered 58 
years, the hawk-nosed figure 
produced an abundance of rich 
stories 
Once when he was managing 
Brooklyn he took off his hat on 
the field—and a swallow flew 
out of his hair. 
Another 
time, 
at 
Boston, 
when his Braves, for a change, 
were ahead, it began to rain. 


Casey pointed toward the dark 
ening sky and demanded the 
game be called He was ignored 
until he pulled a flashlight f rom 
a pocket and began signalling 
his bullpen with it. lie was 
ejected. 
Sometimes, to demonstrate 
his shock at an umpire's deci 
sion, Stengel would keel over in 
a mock faint. Once when he 
used this ploy, umpire Beans 
Reardon did the same tiling. 
“ When I peeked outta one eye 
and saw Reardon lying on tho 
ground, too, I knew I was lick 
ed,” said Casey. “ So I got up 
and walked away. ' 
In 1947 StengCl. then 57. was 
steered to the subject of um 
pires in an interview. Soon Cu 
sev was pounding bis desk and 
shouting. “ Those um p ires’ 
They take years off a guv 's life, 
believe me. I don't know what 
keeps me going, honest I don t 
They’ll be the death ot me yet 
In tribute to bis 56 years in 
baseball, Stengel won a niche 
with the game’s other immor­

Dear Dr. Lamb — I would like 
to inquire about the vaccination 
for Rocky Mountain Spotter 
(Tick) Fever Some doctors do not 
keep the serum and explain that it 
is too expensive to keep on hand 
and that the shot may have 
serious side effects. Other doctors 
give the shots and recommend 
them. Doyou think these shots are 
worthwhile'’ Ticks are very bad iii 
this part of the country, espec ially 
in the grass and woods 
Also tell mc a little about the 
fever and some early signs to look 
tor if my children get sick What 
can tie done it a child gets this 
lever? 
Dear Reader — You are almost 
nut of the woods this year. The 
disease usually strikes between 
the first of May and the last of 
September. 
The reason the vaccine is not 
used so much any more is that it is 
now much easier to treat Rocky’ 
Mountain Spotted Fever than it 
used to be The important thing is 
to suspect the disease early and 
start treatment early. Several 
antibiotics (tetracyclines and 
chloramphenicoli are very ef­ 
fective in treating the disease. 
The name (rf the disease is a 
misnomer. It was first found in 
the t inted States in Montana, and 
for years people thought it was 
indigenous to the Rocky Mountain 
area, which proved to be false. It 
is found quite frequently along the 
Atlantic Seaboard, it affects 
about 300 people a year. 
The disease itself starts two 
days to two weeks after being 
bitten by a tick. The illness may 
begin like measles. 
However, 
measles are less common in the 
months when Rocky Mountain 
Fever is most likely to occur. 
There mnv h«* n«snrintr*d pain in

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the bones, joints, and muscles, but 
that won t help make a diagnosis. 
By the second day the fever is 
commonly 40 to 40.5 degrees C 
(4<>4 to 105 degrees F.). 
In two to six days a rash 
develops and may progress to 
involve large areas of the skin. 
The brain may be involved with 
dclivium and even coma. The real 
death dealing 
complications, 
though, are involvement of the 
lungs and heart. 
The lever is ually over in about 
two weeks, but it may take a 
month or two for the patient to 
fully recover 
The ticks transmit an organism 
Ila ll way betw een bacteria and 
viruses, called ricettsia. An in­ 
fected tick 
will 
transmit the 
disease to its own offsprings. The 
rickettsial illness affects small 
mammals, including dogs 
WHEN TIII*. TICK gets on man 
it will binoculate him with the 
rickettsia. 
The 
tick 
cannot 
transmit the infection without 
being attached for several hours. 
So if you inspect your person 
tw ice a day for ticks and remove 
them, you will go a long way 
toward protecting yourself 
Regardless of what you have 
read a binit how to burn off a tick, 
the only way to remove the tick is 
to use a (xiii of small forceps and 
grasp the tick by the head and 
chest. Pull gently until he releases 
his jaws If you kill the tick while 
in place with a lighted cigarette or 
kerosene, the tick may expel a lot 
of rickettsia 
into the 
person 
during the death throes. 
Also, you can help by keeping 
the family dog free of ticks with 
an effective collar, and you can 
even use clothing impregnated 
with tick repellents.

Post Office Begins 
Consumer Service 
Program on Oct. I 


A 
nationw ide 
C onsum er 
Service Program designed to 
im p rove 
and 
broaden 
the 
quality ol mail service was an ­ 
nounced today by Postm aster 
Anthony A. Schiavone. 
Beginning Oct. 
I, the U.S. 
Postal Service will introduce a 
program at 
the .Salem 
Post 
Oft ice and other offices across 
the nation to encourage mail 
users to register problems they 
may 
have 
with 
their 
m ail 
service. 
At the core of the program is 
a 
consum er 
s e rv ic e 
card , 
through which problems are 
identified 
and 
which 
postal 
managers attempt to expedi­ 
tiously resolve. 
T H E C O N S U M E R 
Service 
Program reflects Postm aster 
General Benjam in F. B a ila r’s 
determination that mail serv­ 
ices 
to 
the 
public 
w ill 
be 
.“ friendly, courteous and effi­ 
cient. as well as speedy and re­ 
liable.” 
“ Good 
s e rv ic e 
is 
a 
fa r 
broader concept than just fast 
mail handling, as important as 
that is,” the postmaster gen­ 
eral says. “ It is also built on 
employe courtesy, our respon­ 
siveness to customer needs, the 
sympathy and understanding 
we bring to your own expecta­ 
tions ot what good postal serv­ 
ice is all about.” 
P O S T M A S T E R 
Schiavone 
urged customers in Salem to 
bring their inquiries and com ­ 
plaints to the attention of postal 
managers. And if people feel 
their problems have not been 
properly 
handled, 
the 
post­ 
master said* they should see 
him personally. 
To make it easier for a cus­ 
tomer to make a suggestion or 
complaint about postal service, 
the new consumer service card 
w ill be available from letter 
carriers and at post office. 
The card is two postal cards 
w ith 
carbon 
paper 
between 
them. "One copy goes to me or 
a 
station 
superintendent 
so 
work can begin on the prob­ 
lem ,” he said. “ The other goes 
to Postal Serv ice Headquarters 
in Washington for cataloging 
and analysis. The cards w ill 
help management spot problem 
areas and trends and take cor­ 
rective action if necessary.” 
T H E P R O G R A M was tested 
earlier this year in Illinois. 
M assach u setts. Arizona and 
Rhode Island Postal customers 
in the test found the cards easy 
to complete and 
most com ­ 
plaints were resolved to the 
custom er’s satisfaction. 
The card should take no more 
than two minutes to fill out. The 
postmaster also said he and his 
stall are willing to discuss any 
problems, 
including 
lack 
of 
co u rtesy, 
irre g u la ritie s 
in 


deliveries or collections, collec­ 
tion box convenience and postal 
office hours. 
“ We want you to come to us 
w ith yo u r p ro b lem s.” co n ­ 
cluded Postm aster Schiavone. 
“ The w hole point of this service
